which as Pills lapped up in Pap and

{ſweet Effect. 

You have therefore what follows, 
And, with the ſelf-ſame Accent, to your 
Worſhips of every Opinion, and Senti- 
ment, Epiſc. Presb.Independ. &c. It being 
no extraordinary Matter, with whom 
you run ; whoſe Cry you follow ; and 
whoſe Shibboleth you have taken to pro- 
nounce. For, without the true Scope 
and Subſtance of Religion, all external 
Formalities are equal Fooleries. And, 


their moſt punQual Obſervance is no 


wiſer than Domitian's buſineſs, in catch- 
ing of Flies. Like the antient Pha- 
riſees, you may gliſter with your Phy- 
lakeries and Tephilims.

As he, who upon the Stage acts the 
Part of a King, knows himſelf to be 
none. The' cloſe Hypocrites, are you 
ſick of the Jaundies; to whom all 
things doſeem golden, and rich. And, 
who do therefore think,” as you ſpeak, 
when you call your ſelves Chriſtians; 
tho you negleQt and hate God's Chrift, 
Neglect his Grace, and hate his Govers- 
ment; and are no more his pardoned 
Favourites, or conſenting Subjects, than 
Turks and T artars. But, are much black- 
er Sinners than either; becauſe, you 
have Mezns ; and you, it you would, 
might know both your Saviour and 
your ſclves, 

'Thethings, which both of you pre- 
tend, 15 to be Children of God, and Heirs 
of Heavens, For, the leaſt of 'true Chri- 
ſtians are no leſs. The Cloaks you do 
Put on, are more and leſs fine. It cons

cular Order. And, it will not ſerve all 
of you, to be common Proteſtants; ſome 
of you muſt be of this or that SeQ. 
And Opinion, Party, and way of Wor- 
ſhip, are your moſt cheap, bur leaſt ſer- 
viceable, Cloak. Wherefore, ſome of 
you do go to-the coſt of a demnre Conn- 
tenance, and a reformed Life, and very 
many Works of Piety, Fuſtice,and Charity ! 
Abundance of Szow 1s laid on, ro 
make your Dunghils look like Gardens. 
Very many mhite Feathers are uſed to | 
hide your black Skins, More than a 
tew Flowers are procured to {trew your 
Corps. And to what end 1s this? To 
be Ceſar's Friends, when Ceſar is God's 
Friend. But, . moſtly, for fear of a 
Power ſuperior to any Ceſar, To e- 
fcape the flaming Sword of Conſcience ; 
that is not to be averted without ſome 
Image of Holineſs, And ſometimes, ro 
yratify the Concupiſcence of Vogue and 
Braiſe. Carnal ends, of your falſe 
Dealings; all of them. And, ſuch as 
are demonſtrative of a Mind, to' per- 
fiſt in a carnal ſinful State! _ 
: Jurc, 
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ſure, he loves a Dunghil, that adorns it ; 
a Blackamore, that puts him in a fine. 
Dreſs ; and a Corps, that ſftrews Flow- 
| ers On it. It is moſt certain, when you

Know 
it, Sirs ; as there is a trembling of Heart 
which is a true ſaving Grace; there is al- 
ſo, a trembling of Heart, which Divines, ; 
as well 2s Phyſicians, do- call a dangerous 
Diſeaſe. Pejus peenituit quam peccavit 
3- Tas, faith St. Auſtin. Tos repent not 


unto Life, if you count not, that, to 


diſhonour God is worſe than Death. 
And, if you break not off your Sins, 
as a Priſoner doth his Irons; with a de- 
ſire they may never come on any more.

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Thee arevery religious Aﬀettions which 
you may have, and yet be dead in Sins. 
John Baptiſt*s Diſciples for a Sealon re- 
joiced 1a his Light. Do your Lamps 
burn? So did the fooliſh Virgins for a 
time, Do you ſometimes fhed "Tears 
at a Sermon ? So have ſome that lived 
the while 1n Fornication. It is no new 
thing, for Mens Hearts to thaw in the 
Sun, and freeze in the Shade. One day 
to ſigh and groan in the Congregation, 
and the next to rat and roar 1n the 
Tavern !
